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Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

Population. 

1911  (Last  Census  year)  - - 26,747

Physical  Features. 

The  Urban  District  Area  is -situated  in  the  South  Wales  Coal- 
field about  seven  miles  north  of  the  Bristol  Channel,  and  is  divided 
into  three  distinct  Art-as.  On  the  East  lies  the  Abercerdin  Ward, 
Gilfach  Goch.  This  includes  the  Colliery  Village,  Evanstown, 
and  an  Agricultural  Area  running' down  to  the  Village  of  Blackmill.  - 
A river — the  lesser  Og'more — rises  in  this  Valley,  and  joins  the 
greater  Ogmore  at  Blackmill. 

A range  of  hills  divides  this  Area  from  the  Ogmore  Valley, 
through  which  runs  the  river  Og  nore,  which  rises  in  the  Coalfield 
and  runs  north  to  south  into  the  Bristol  Channel.  This  stream 
becomes  polluted  in  its  course  by  the  discharge  into  it  of  the  wash- 
ings from  the  various  Collieries  near  which  it  runs.  The  Colliery 
Villages  of  Nantymoel  and  Ogmore  Vale  are  situated  in  the 
Ogmore  V.dley,  to  the  South  of  which  lies  some  .Xgricultural  land. 
To  the  West  of  the  District  lies  the  Garw  Valley,  which  is  separated 
from  the  Ogmore  Valley  by  another  range  of  hills.  In  the  upper- 
most part  of  this  Valley  the  Garw  river  rises,  and  joins  the  river 
Ogmore  at  Brynmenyn.  This  stream  becomes  similarly  polluted 
in  its  course  by  Colliery  washings.  The  Colliery  Villages  of  Blaen- 
garw,  Pontycymmer  and  Ponlyrhyl  are  situated  in  the  Garw  Valley, 
and  towards  the  south  and  west  of  this  Area  lies  Agricultural  land.

Social  Conditions. 

The  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  that  of  Coal-Minirig, 
Fully  90  per  cent,  ot  the  male  populadon  are  engaged  in  this  in- 
dustry. A certain  pioportion  are  employed  in  agriculture.  The 
female  inhabitants  are  mainly  employed  in  domestic  duties  ; a small 
number  are  engaged  in  trades  such  as  Dress-making  or  as  Shop- 
assist. ints.  The  chief  industry  does  not  materially  aflfect  the  death- 
rate  of  the  District. 
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Vital  Statistics. 

During  192©  there  were  954  births,  giving  a Birth-rate  of  30*3 
per  1000  of  the  population  ; there  were  registered  363  deaths  dur- 
ing the  year,  equal  to  a Death-rate  of  11*2  per  1000  of  the  living 
population.  The  natural  increase  in  the  population,  or  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  in  1920,  amounted  to  591.

There  were  157  more  births  in  1920  than  in  the  previous  year, 
but  against  this  must  be  offset  the  fact  that  there  were  more  deaths 

amongst  children  under  one  year,  so  that  it  is  obviously  necessary 

i ■ ’ - ’ ; ' i - 

to  concentrate  still  further  the  energies  of  those  interested  upon 
the  preservation  and  welfare  of  young  children,  so  that  the  chances 
of  survival  may  be  increased  and  the  quality  of  the  survivors  im- 
proved. The  Birth-rate  in  the  District  compares  favourably  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales,  the  96  Great  Towns,  and  the  148 
Smaller  Towns,  the  figures  for  the  three  last  being  25*4,  26*2  and 
24*9  respectively. 

The  birth  of  males  were  506  and  of  females  448,  the  difference 
in  favour  of  the  former  being  more  than  usual.

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The  total  number  of  deaths  reg'istered  in  the  District  during’ 
1920  was  324^  of  which  three  were  of  persons  not  belonging  to 
Ogmore  and  Garw.  To  the  number  of  321  thus  arrived  at  there 
must  be  kdded  ,the  deaths  of  42  residents  which  ^occurred  outside 
the  District,  triaking  a net  total  of  363  deaths  of  persons  belonging 
to  the  District,  equal  to  a Death-rate  of  i i '2  per  1000  of  the  living 
population.

In  1920  there  were  in  Ogmore  and  Garw  954  births  and  103 
deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year,  the  resulting  infantile  mortality 
being  108,  or  35  per.iot^o  Inglier  than  that  for  the  previous  year. 
This  inci  e<t.>c  u maiiij)  uuc  to  the  relatively  large  number  of 
deaths  caused  by  premature  birth,  the  marasmic  git^tup,  a..d 
pneumonia.  43  or  41^7  per  cent,  ot  the  deaths  occurred  under  Uie 
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a^e  of  four  weeks,  and  of  these  27  or  63  per  cent,  occurred  under 
the  agfe  of  one  week  from  causes  directly  operative  at  birth.  In 
this  connection  it  would  be  well  to  consider  the  number  of  infant 
lives  lost  annually  through  Still  Birth. 

During  the  year  1920,  44  still-births  were  notified,  nnder  the 
Notification  of  Births  Acts,  1907  and  1915,  which  render  the  noti- 
fication of  the  birth  of  a child  compulsory  after  the  28th  week  of 
pregnancy. 

This  figure,  which  is  equal  to  a rate  of  40  per  1000  of  the 
children  born,  does  not  by  any  means  constitute  a true  record  of 
the  loss  of  infant  life  in  the  earlier  months  of  pregnancy,  as  there  is] 
at  present  no  available  means  of  obtaining  this  information. 

At  the  same  time  I would  ^ike  to  point  out  that  the  number  of 
children  born  dead,  and  the  number  who  died  within  a short  time, 
of  birth  demand  your  serious  consideration.  In  my  opinion,  the' 
development  of  an  ante-natal  clinic  where  advice  could  be  given 
from  the  beginning  of  pregnancy,  and  special  treatment  adminis-^ 
tered  where  necessary,  is  very  desirable.,

The  amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief  is  practically  confined  to  old 
people,  to  workers  who  are  broken  down  in  health,  to  widows  and 
orphans. 

Hospitals  and  Gratuitous  Medical  Service. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious 
niseases,  there  is  no  hospital  accommodation  provided  within  the 
area.  A proposal  is  on  foot  to  establish  a General  Hospital  for 
the  treatment  of  Medical  and  Sur<^ical  cases  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  District,  and  it  is  intended  that  this  Hospital  should  meet  the 
needs  of  the  area  immediately  adjoinin^^.  It  would  be  very  desirable 
if  a Maternity  Block  and  a Children’s  W^ard  could  be  incorporated  in 
the  scheme,  and  so  do  away  with  the  necessity  of  removing  the  more 
serious  cases  to  Cardiff  Infirmary  for  treatment. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Bridgend  is  visited  weekly  by 
a large  number  of  patients,  but  many  more  would  avail  themselves 
of  the  facilities  therein  provided,  if  the  Visiting  Stations  were  es- 
tablished in  a central  place  in  each  Valley.  Representations  have 
been  made  to  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  to  this  end, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  such  stations  will  be  established  before  the 
end  of  1921. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

WATER, 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  practically  all  obtained 
from  upland  gathering  ground.  An  abundaace  of  water  of  excel- 
lent quality  could  be  obtained  with  little  difficulty  in  both  Valleys. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Water  Companies  were  vested 
in  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  during  the  year,  and  the 
Board  assumed  control  of  the  water  supplies  in  the  area  on  January 
ist,  1921.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  under  the  Board’s  control,  effect- 
ive steps  will  be  taken  to  improve  the  quantity  and  the  quality  t>f 
the  water  throughout  the  di'^trict. 

OGMORE. 

The  main  source  of  the  water  for  the  Ogmore  area  i>  f om 
upland  ground  to  the  notth-west  of  Nantymoel,  and  the  M ater  lrL)in 


this  source  is  passed  throug-h  a storagfe  chamber  and  filter  bed  be- 
fore it  enters  the  mains.  In  latter  years  the  supply  has  been  supple- 
mented from  various  njountain  springes,  and  this  water  passes 
directly  into  the  mains  without  receiving’  any  preliminary  treatment. 
A source  of  danger  from  sudden  and  gross  pollution  is  thus  con- 
stituted If  more  adequate  storage  and  filtration  of  the  original 
supply  were  provided,  the  necessity  for  supplementing  the  supply 
from  these  springs  would  not  arise,  and  any  possible  danger  would 
be  avoided 

The  supply  is  a constant  one.  Samples  of  water  from  this 
district  have  been  submitted  for  analysis  from  time  to  time  during 
the  year,  and  the  Analyst  in  his  reports  has  usually  stated  that  the 
water  is  of  moderate  purity 

QARW. 

The  winter  supply  for  this  Valley  is  obtained  from  upland 
ground  surrounding  Blaengarw.  There  are  three  intakes,  and 
the  water  passes  directly  into  the  mains  without  undergoing  any 
preliminary  filtration.  The  storage  is  quite  inadepuate,  so  that 
during  dry  weather  an  insufficient  supply  is  available.  The  supply 
is  nominally  a constant  one,  but  was  frequently  cut  off  during  the 
year  for  24  hours  at  a time,  so  that  it  was  converted  into  an  in- 
termittent supply.  The  analytical  reports  show  the  water  to  be 
of  good  quality,  but  in  order  to  ensure  the  consumers  a supply 
which  will  be  adequate  throughout  the  year  and  protected  from 
sudden  and  gross  pollution  it  is  advisable  that  sufficient  storage 
and  efficient  filtration  should  be  provided. 

^ The  village  of  Bettws,  situated  in  the  south-westerly  part  of 
the  Valley  is  supplied  from  a mountain  spring,  the  water  is  filtered 
before  entering  the  main  and  is  carried  to  a stand-pipe  in  the 
village.  It  w’ould  be  advisable  to  extend  the  supply,  so  that  each 
house  in  the  village ,, could  be  supplied  with  water. 

ABERCERDIN  WARD. 

In  1919  the  Council  acquired  the  Britannic  Water  Supply,  and 
this,  in  addition  to  the  existing  supply  provides  a very  satisfactory 
source  of  water  for  this  part  of  the  area. 


Owing-  to  the  plumbo-solvent  action  of  the  water,  galvanised 
iron  pipes  are  in  process  of  substitution  for  the  lead  pipes  pre- 
viously in  use,  so  that  all  danger  from  this  direction  should  shortly 
be  removed.  The  supply  is  a constant  one,  and  is  derived  from 
upland  gathering  ground  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Evanstown. 

Pollution  of  Rivors  and  Streams. 

Both  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Rivers  are,  as  previously  stated, 
polluted  throughout  their  course  by  the  discharge  of  Colliery  wash- 
ings into  them.  I understand  that  this  question  has  been  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Council,  and  that  you  have  decided  that  such 
pollution  was  not  prejudicial  to  the  general  health  of  the  district. 

The  action  of  those  inhabitants,  whose  dwellings  abut  an  the 
river  banks,  in  depositing  their  refuse  into  the  river  does  not  tend 
to  make  the  pollution  any  less,  and  offenders  should  be  severely 
dealt  with. 

Drainagre  and  Seweragfe. 

The  three  main  sewers  which  convey  the  sewage  from  the 
three  areas  of  the  district  to  the  Council’s  Sewage  Farm  at  Bryn- 
menyn  are  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Several  of  the  subsidiary 
sewers  have  been  re-constructed  and  re-laid  during  the 
year,  but  many  of  the  subsidiary  sewers  still  remain 
in  an  unsatisfactory  condition  and  require  examination, 
repair,  and  in  many  instances  reconstruction.  The  house- 
drains  throughout  the  District,  are  generally  speaking,  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition,  very  often  owing  to  subsidence  from  un- 
dermining. It  would  be  advisable  it  these  drains  were  systemati- 
cally tested,  so  that  defects  could  be  discovered  and  repaired. 

The  Sewage  of  the  District  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  Sewage 
Farm  at  Brynmenyn,  which  has  an  area  of  63  acres.  The  sewage 
is  screened,  passed  through  sedimentation  tanks,  and  distributed 
over  the  land  on  the  Broad  Irrigation  System. 

The  Analyst’s  report  on  the  resulting  effluent  is  invariably 
satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  approximaiely  Ooio  houses  in  the  District  p^ovidtd 
with  water  closets,  the  number  of  privies  is  208  and  cesspooi>  u>2, 
approximately. 
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In  the  majority  of  instances  the  closets  are  of  the  long  hopper 
type,  which  is  easily  fouled  and  difficult  to  keep  clean,  more  especially 
as  over  50  per  cent,  of  the  water  closets  are  without  flush  tanks. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the  new  Bye-laws  are  finally  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Council  will  take  full  advantage  of 
the  Bye-law  framed  under  the  provisions  of  Section  23  Public 
H ealth  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  which  extends  the  provision 
of  suitable  apparatus  for  flushiug  to  existing  as  well  as  to  new 
buildings. 

In  a few  instances  a number  of  houses  discharge  their  sewage 
into  cesspool  ; it  is  regrettable  that  such  cesspools  are  not  pro- 
perly constructed,  nor  regularly  cleansed,  and  frequently  overflow. 

Scaveng^ingf. 

The  household  refuse  of  the  District  is  removed  by  carts  daily 
in  the  most  populous  parts.  Removal  is  made  three  times  a week 
in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  District. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  process  of  removal  should  be  ex- 
pediated,  so  that  the  scavenging  could  be  completed  in  the  morning 
hours,  and  the  presence  of  insanitary  and  unsightly  buckets  and 
boxes  at  the  edge  of  the  pavement  until  late  in  the  afternoon, 
avoided. 

The  refuse  is  deposited  on  refuse  tips  situated  at  various 
points  throughout  the  District. 

During  the  year  no  substitution  of  movable  ashbins  for  fixed 
receptacles  has  taken  place.

Of  the  3 1 8 notices  served,  228  were  informal  notices,  whilst 
tha  remaining'  90  were  statutory  notices.  In  the  course  of  the  year 
it  was  found  necessary  to  prosecute  three  owners  for  non-com- 
pliance with  the  requirements  of  the  Council  ; they  were  called 
upon  by  the  Court  to  execute  the  necessary  work  within  fourteen 
days. 

During-  1920,  proceedings  were  taken  against  a parent  for  the 
exposure  of  her  child  whilst  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  and  a 
fine  of  ;^i  was  imposed. 

Premises  and  Occupations  ControlSed  by  Bye- 

Laws  or  Reg:uiations. 

There  are  102  premises  in  the  District  which  are  controlled  by 
Bye-laws  or  Regulations.

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

During  the  year  89  inspections  of  the  various  dairies,  cow- 
sheds and  milkshops  throughout  the  area  were  made,  and  the 
necessary  notices  served  for  securing  cleanliness  and  for  remedying 
structural  defects. 

Cinemas  and  Music  Halls. 

Although  these  premi^e^  ure  1 ot  controlled  by  Bye-laws,  they 
are  subject  to  the  giaul  c f an  annual  licence,  so  that  the  various 
steps  taken  to  improve  the  sanitary  conditions  of  these  piLimses 
can  be  dealt  with  in  this  part  of  the  report. 
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In  addition  to  the  periodical  inspections  made  throughout  the 
year,  a more  detailed  inspection  of  the  various  places  ol  amuse- 
ment in  the  District  was  made  prior  to  the  Annual  Licensing 
Meeting  of  the  Council.  As  a result  of  the  investigation,  recom- 
mendations with]  a view  to  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary  cir- 
cumstances in  certain  halls  were  made  to  the  Council,  accepted  by 
them  and  imposed  as  a condition  on  the  licences.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  record  that  except  in  two  instances  the  necessary  work  has  been 
executed  or  put  in  hand. 

Fishshops. 

The  various  premises  throughout  the  District  were  systemati- 
cally inspected  during  the  year. 

Slaugrhterhouses. 

513  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made  throughout  1920. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act. 

The  number  of  workshops  distributed  throughout  the  District 
amounts  to  115.  During  the  year  187  visits  were  made  by  the 
Inspectors  to  these  premises,  and  the  necessary  steps  taken  for 
securing  cleanliness. 

Action  was  taken  in  one  matter  referred  by  H.M.  Inspector  as 
remediable  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  the  defect  was  re- 
medied. There  are  no  outworkers  engaged  throughout  the  Urban 
Area.

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Owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  public  elementary  schools 
in  the  District  are  of  a modern  type,  the  sanitary  condition  is  on 
the  whole  satisfactory. 


In  those  which  have  been  erected  in  recent  years  the  ventila- 
tion, lighting,  and  heating  are  satisfactory. 


Structural  defects  in  some  of  the  older  schools  have  been  re- 
ported to  the  Education  Authority  from  time  to  time  throughout 
the  year,  who  have  taken  steps  to  remedy  the  defects. 

The  drainage  is  satisfactory  in  all  the  newer  schools,  and  iu 
.some  of  the  older  ones. 

In  others  of  the  older  schools  the  type  of  closet  in  use,  and 
the  drainage,  are  not  satisfactory. 

It  would  be  advisable  if  water  closets  of  the  trough  pattern 
were  replaced  by  more  modern  closets.  Attention  should  also  be 
direct«d  to  the  urinals  in  certain  instances,  where  the  flushing 
pipe  is  too  short  for  the  vvall  space 

The  water  supply  of  the  schools  is  sufficient  in  quantity,  but 
does  not  seem  to  be  sufficiently  made  use  of.  The  closets  and 
urinals  are,  in  many  instances,  insufficiently  flushed,  and  are 
often  in  a very  unwholesome  condition  during  school  hours.  The 
provision  of  an  automatic  flushing  apparatus  in  these  premises 
would  tend  to  improve  matters  materially  in  this  direction. 

It  was  not  consid._n  cd  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  schools 
during  the  year  ; all  children  from  infected  homes  were 
until  the  the  premises  were  disinfected. 
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FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Sypply. 

The  conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced  and  sold  within 
the  District  leave  much  to  be  desired.  Many  of  the  cowsheds 
are  not  sufficiently  ventilated  or  adequately  drained,  and  the 
cows  are  housed  in  very  unsatisfactory  conditions.  Little  or  no 
attempt  is  made  by  the  majority  of  cow-keepers  to  groom  the 
cows  prior  to  milking,  nor  does  the  milker  himself  pay  sufficient 
attention  to  personal  cleanliness.  The  milk  pails  and  milk  pan^ 
are  not  always  scalded  before  use.  It  seems  strange  that  milk, 
which  is,  perhaps,  the  most  easily  infected  of  all  foods,  and  which 
provide  the  most  suitable  breeding  ground  for  germs,  should 
receive  the  least  attention  in  its  production  and  mode  of  distribu- 
tion. The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  throughout  the 
District  ai»e  periodically  inspected,  and  a special  effort  is  now 
being  made  to  improve  the  structural  conditions  of  cowsheds 
deficient  in  this  direction,  the  alterations  of  which  were  postponed 
owing  to  the  war. 

No  action  was  taken  as  to  tuberculosis  milk  throughout  the 
year. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919. 

In  accordance  with  the  Council’s  instructions,  dried  milk  con- 
tinued to  be  sold  at  cost  price  at  the  various  Infant  Welfare 
Centres.  Cows’  milk  and  dried  milk  were  supplied  at  less  than 
cost  price  to  necessitous  cases.  Before  a supply  was  granted, 
enquiries  as  to  the  circumstances  of  each  case  were  made  by  the 
Health  Visitors,  who  also,  as  far  as  possible,  saw  that  it  was 
used  by  the  person  for  whom  the  milk  was  intended. 

(b)  MEAT. 

' I.  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. — During  the  year  513  inspec- 
tions were  made  of  the  slaughterhouses,  and  meat  inspection  was 
carried  out  at  these  premises,  and  also  at  the  various  butchers’ 
shops  throughout  the  District. 

The  general  condition  of  the  slaughter-houses  is,  on  the  whole, 
satisfactory.  In  several  instances,  minor  alterations  to  improve 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  have  been  carried  out. 
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A public  abattoir  has  not  been  established  in  the  District,  and 
meat  inspection  has  to  take  place  at  the  various  slaughter-houses, 
the  usual  times  at  which  slaughtering  is  carried  out  being  known.

3.  OTHER  FOODS.  — Food  inspection  was  carried  out 
systematically,  and  a quantity  of  unsound  food  has  been  con- 
demned throughout  1920.  There  was  an  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  the  food  imported  into  the  District  as  compared  with 
last  year. 

The  premises  in  which  foods  are  manufactured,  prepared, 
stored,  or  exposed  for  sale  were  periodically  inspected,  and  were 
found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  sanitary  condition.

The  great  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Tynewydd 
Ward,  to  which  the  disease  w*s  practically  confined  at  the  earlier 
stages  of  its  prevalence.  I consulted  with  the  County  Medical 
Ofhcer  in  September  as  to  the  advisability  of  closing  the  schools  in 
the  more  affected  area.  We  considered  the  question  fully,  and 
decided  that  no  useful  purpose  could  be  served  by  such  action, 
considering  the  opportunities  offered  for  contact  infecdon  in  the 
homes — in  many  cases  overcrowded  — in  the  cinemas,  and  on  the 
streets.  The  children  between  tbe  ages  of  five  to  15  years  were 
most  affected,  and  the  incidence  was  somewhat  greater  amongst 
boys  than  girls.  The  disease  was  spread  by  the  absence  of  isola- 
tion accommodation  at  the  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital,  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  many  of  the  homes,  and  the  presence  of 
“ Missed  ” cases  of  the  disease,  who,  too  mild  to  be  detected  until 
they  had  reached  the  feeling  stage,  spread  infection  amongst  theij. 
fellows. 

The  provision  of  Hospital  accommodation  in  the  District  for 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  is  veiy  necessary,  more  especially  w’hen  a 
large  number  of  the  houses  are  occupied  by  more  than  one  family. 

The  disease  was  of  mild  type,  the  case-mortality  per  cent,  being 
1*7,  but  its  very  mildness  contributed  to  its  spread.

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During  the  year  there  were  notified  48  cases  of  Diphtheria,  as 
conipared  with  35  cases  in  1919,  and  four  in  1918. 

More  than  half  the  total  cases  occurred  during"  the  first  four 
months  of  the  year,  and  these  were  evidently  a continuation  of  the 
prevalence  which  reached  its  height  at  the  end  of  1919.  The 
Nantymoel  Ward  with  21  cases  and  the  Tynewydd  Ward  with  10 
cases  were  the  most  affected  ; while  in  the  whole  of  the  Garw  area 
17  cases  were  notified  throughout. 

54  per  cent  of  the  cases  occurred  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
15,  and  29  per  cent,  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years. 

The  Mortality  from  the  disease  was  greatest  amongst  patients 
under  five  years,  66  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  having  occurred  among 
patients  below  that  age.

The  number  of  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  notified 
compares  very  favourably  with  the  number  (13)  notified  in  1919, 
when  it  is  considered  that  the  disease  was  not  made  compulsorily 
notifiable  under  the  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentery, 
&c.)  Regulations,  1919,  until  after  March  ist  of  that  year. 

All  the  cases  were  visited  by  oue  of  the  Health  Visitors,  who 
gave  any  necessary  advice  concerning  the  nursing  of  the  patient. 

Over  80  per  cent,  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Garw  District, 
and  all  ages  under  45  were  almost  equally  affected.

Notification  of  Tuberculosis. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a communication  was  received 
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from  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  Area,  in  which  he  stated  that 
in  future  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  seen  for  the  first  time  by  him 
would  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  irrespective  of 
the  fact  that  any  such  cases  had  been  notified  by  a local  Medical 
Practitioner.  In  this  way  many  notifications  were  received  than 
would  otherwise  have  been  the  case. 

Again,  in  the  same  period,  in  the  event  of  a death  from  Tuber- 
culosis, which  had  not  been  previously  notified,  being  included  in 
the  Registrar’s  monthly  return,  the  certifying  practitioner  was 
communicated  with  and  requested  to  explain  his  failure  to  notify 
the  case.  This  step  seems  to  have  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the 
number  of  notifications  received.

There  was  a considerable  prevalence  of  Measles  during  the 
last  four  months  of  the  year,  the  Ogmore  Area  being  especially 
affected.  94  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  occurred  during  this  period, 
and  the  spread  of  the  disease  was  doubtless  favoured  by  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  many  of  the  homes.  At  the  present  time 
Measles  and  its  complications  cause  more  deaths  in  young  children 
than  any  of  the  other  infectious  diseases,  and  I should  advise  the 
Council  to  consider  setting  apart  a Ward  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  during  exceptional  prevalence  of  the  disease,  in  which 
complicated  cases,  which  require  skilled  nursing,  could  receive 
adequate  care.  In  the  year  under  review  the  whole  of  the  deaths 
occurred  amongst  children  under  five  years  of  age.

Bacteriological  Aids  to  Diagnosis. 

In  all  cases  of  Diphtheria  swabs  have  been  taken  and  sent  for 
examination  to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  ; 
the  same  procedure  has  been  adopted  for  contacts,  where  the  cir- 
cumstances in  which  the  original  case  has  occurred  seem  to  justify 
such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  nec- 
cessary  specimens  in  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  &c.,  have  similarly 
been  sent  for  examination  when  the  occa'.ion  has  arisen. 

Disinfection. 

As  much  as  possible  of  the  disinfection  required  in  the  District 
throughout  the  year  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Blackmill  by  means  of  the  “ Thresh  ” Steam  Disinfector  installed 
there.  Aerial  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  means  of  formaldehyde 
gas. 

There  are  no  facilities  available  for  the  cleansing  and  disin- 
fection of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings,  except  in  so 
far  as  this  could  be  carried  out  in  the  discharge  block  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

No  primary  vaccinations  or  re-vaccinations  have  been  per- 
formed by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  these  Regulations 
during  the  year. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  general  arrangements  made  for  attending  to  the  health  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  children  under  five  years  of 
age  are  as  under. 

(i)  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

During  the  year  the  three  Health  Visitors  employed  by  the 
Council  paid  the  following  number  of  visits  to  the  homes  in  the 
District  —

In  all  cases  advice  is  g-iven  with  regard  to  the  feeding,  care, 
and  hygiene  of  infancy  and  early  childhood,  to  the  hygiene  of 
pregnancy,  and  to  the  special  care  of  the  health  called  for  on  the 
part  of  the  nursing  mother.  In  addition,  any  sanitary  defects  in 
the  home  are  noted,  and  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
who  takes  appropriate  action. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  observance  of  the  Notification 
of  Births  Acts  by  midwives  becomes  increasingly  complete  each 
year,  99  per  cent,  of  live  births  having  been  notified  during  the  year 
under  review. 


(2)  CONSULTATION  CENTRES. 

There  are  now  six  consultation  centres  and  infant  clinics  es- 
tablished in  the  District,  one  for  each  Ward. 

The  two  additional  centres  were  established  towards  the  end 
of  1920,  one  situated  at  Pontyrhyl,  serves  the  Bettws  — Pontyrhyl 
Ward,  and  the  other  situated  at  Evanstown,  serves  the  Abercerdin 
Ward. 

At  these  centres,  infant  consultations  are  held  each  fortnight, 
and  any  necessary  advice  regarding  the  feeding  and  hygiene  of 
the  child  is  given. 

The  centres  are  located  in  the  vestries  of  local  Chapels,  which 
are  by  no  means  ideal  for  the  purpose. 

Owing  to  the  total  absence  of  any  facilities  for  special  examina- 
tions, it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  develop  the  ante-natal  work 
in  connection  with  the  centres,  and  a!l  that  can  be  done  in  this 
direction  at  the  present  time  is  the  system  of  visits  and  subsequent 
re-visits,  in  the  course  of  pregnancy,  paid  by  the  Health  Visitor. 

At  the  same  time  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  these  centres, 
inadequate  as  they  arc,  serve  a very  useful  purpose  in  the  develop- 
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rrfent  of  infant  welfare  work,  and  are  appreciated  by  the  mothers.

Co-operation  with  School  Medical  Service.  — When  a child  is 
certified  by  the  Health  Visitor  concerned  to  be  attending  school, 
the  card  containing  the  past  history  of  the  child  is  forwarded  to  the 
School  Medical  Officer. 


Infant  Deaths. 

103  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  belonging  to  the 
District  occurred  during  the  year,  the  resulting  infantile  mortality- 
rate  being  108  per  1000  births,  and  the  highest  since  1915.  This 
increase  was  mainly  due  to  the  relatively  large  number  of  deaths 
caused  by  prematurity  and  pneumonia. 

The  number  of  babies  who  died  under  one  week  old  amounted 
to  27,  or  26  per  cent.  ®f  the  total,  and  43,  or  41  per  cent,  died 
within  four  weeks  of  birth.

Measles. 

During  1920  17  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  of  age, 
with  the  resulting  mortality  of  0-54  per  1000  of  the  living  popu- 
lation, were  caused  by  measles.  The  disease  was  especially 
prevalent  in  the  later  months  of  the  year  in  the  Ogmore  District. 

Measles  and  German  Measles  ceased  to  be  compulsorily 
notifiable  alter  December  31st,  1919,  so  that  the  children  attacked 
were  only  discovered  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  course  of  their 
routine  visits.  In  85  per  cent,  of  the  fatal  cases,  the  disease  was 
complicated  by  Broncho-pneumonia,  and  the  absence  of  skilled 
nursing  in  the  home  doubtless  contributed  to  the  fatal  iissue. 


As  I have  pointed  out  in  a previous  section,  the  Council 
should  seriously  consider  the  admission  of  selected  cases  into  the 
Isolation  Hospital  during  a period  of  exceptional  prevalence  of 
the  disease. 


Sanitary  Administration. 

I.  STAFF — Up  to  August,  1920,  the  staff  consisted  of  one 
Inspector  of  nuisances,  and  three  Health  Visitors,  on  August  ist, 
the  services  of  the  Assistant  Inspector  of  Nuisances  became 
available,  in  consequence  of  his  release  from  the  post  of  Local  Food 
Executive  Officer.  In  a scattered  district  such  as  this,  it  is  obvious 
that  it  is  not  possible  for  one  man  to  carry  out  efficiently  the  varied 
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duties  of  a Sanitary  Inspector,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  services  of 
not  less  than  two  Inspectors  will  be  available  in  future. 

2 HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES  The  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  at  Black- 
mill  and  consists  of  two  ward  blocks  containing^  22  beds,  an  ad- 
ministrative block,  discharg’c  block,  laundry,  mortuary  and 
disinfection  block. 

The  absence  of  a ward  block  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  the  fact  that  there  are  no  sing^le-bed  observation  wards 
militates  against  its  efficiency.  The  staff  of  the  hospital  are  as 
under:—- 

Medical  Superintendent  (non-resident). 

Matron,  Staff  nurses,  Probationers 
Cook,  Kitchenmaid,  Housemaid,  Caretaker. 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  was  82. 
as  compared  with  66  in  the  previous  year.

The  average  time  spent  in  Hospital  by  the  recovered  cases  was 
42  days,  with  the  extremes  varying  from  4 to  88  days. 

SMALL-POX  HOSPITAL, 

The  Small-pox  Hospital  for  this  and  the  adjoining  Districts  is 
the  Bridgend  Joint  Small-Pox  Hospital  situated  at  Ccfn  Hirgoed, 
near  Bridgend.  This  Hospital  is  let  at  present  to  the  Welsh 
National  Memorial  Association  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffer- 
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ing  from  Tuberculosis,  who  have  to  be  evacuated  at  twelve  hours 
notice  if  necessary.

4 — All  the  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  work  is  undertaken 
at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  towards  the 
upkeep  of  which  the  Council  pay  an  annual  contribution.  Samples 
of  water  and  milk  are  sent  for  examination  from  time  to  time 
throughout  the  year,  and  specimens  of  blood,  naso-pharyngeal, 
swabs,  and  other  material  from  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  sent 
as  occasion  arises.

I.— GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

I.  At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  there  were  6320  houses 
in  the  District.  It  is  estimated  that  of  these  5920  were  of  a type 
suitable  for  the  accommodation  of  the  working-  classes.  No  new 
houses  were  erected  and  passed  for  occupation  during  the  year. 


was 


2.  The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Reg-istrar-General 
31,41  L and  it  is  anticipated,  that  owing  to  industrial  development, 
the  working  class  population  will  increase  by  about  1000  annually. 


3 (a).  There  are  at  present  306  houses,  normally  intended  for 
occupation  by  one  family,  occupied  by  two  or  more  families.  In 
addition  to  this,  it  is  ascertained  that  in  consequence  of  industrial 
development,  fi  om  6000  to  7000  extra  men  will  be  required  at  the 
local  Collieries  during  the  next  five  ye?rs.  In  the  years  prior  to 
the  war  100  houses  were,  on  the  average,  erected  annually. 


During  the  war  years  building  operations  were  practically  at  a 
standstill,  so  that  the  District  shows  a shortage  of  about  700 
houses. 


It  IS  estimated,  therefore,  that  not  less  than  1000  houses  will 
be  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  District, 
having  regard  to  the  natural  growth  of  the  population,  existing 
overcrowding,  the  number  of.houses  requiring  condemnation,  and 
influx  due-  to  industrial  changes. 

{b)  The  Council  has  undertaken  to  erect  ^00  houses  within  the 
area,  the  sites  selected  being  situated  at  Llangeinor  in  the  Garw 
Valley,  and  at  Pantynaw'el  in  the  Ogmore  Valley. 

Building  operations  w'^ere  commenced  on  the  first  46  houses  on 
the  Pantynawel  site  in  June,  1920,  but  it  is  regretted  that  none  of 
the  houses  were  ready  for  occupation  at  the  close  ol  the  year, 
mainly  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  skilled  labour. 


II.  — OVERCROWDING. 

The  extent  to  u hich  ov*rcrowding  existed  during  the  previous 
year  has  become  more  emphasi.^ed  in  the  year  under  review.  It 
may  be  stated  that  betw’een  three  and  four  hundred  houses  in- 
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tended  for  the  occupation  of  one  family,  have  become  occupied  by 
two  or  more  families  per  house,  without  having  been  specially 
adapted  for  that  purpose.  House  to  house  inspections  show  that 
the  number  of  ordinary  dwelling-houses  that  become  occupied  by 
more  than  one  family  is  increasing,  and  it  must  continue  to  increase 
until  a sufficient  number  of  houses  can  be  erected,  the  shortage  of 
houses  being  the  important  cause  of  the  existing  overcrowding. 

Many  cases  of  overcrowding  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Council  throughout  the  year,  but  no  effective  action  to  relieve  such 
overcrowding  could  be  taken. 

III. — FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  District  is  on  the  whole 
fairly  good,  although  minor  repairs  are  required  in  a large  num- 
ber of  instances. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  in  the  inspected 
houses  was  such  as  would  arise  in  the  form  of  general  dilapidations 
or  neglect,  and  commonly  consisted  of  defective  walls,  roofs,  doors, 
and  windows,  defective  back  areas,  and  dilapidated  sanitary  con- 
veniences. Action  as  regards  unfit  houses  was  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  ; in  two  instances,  action  was  taken  under 
Section  17  of  the  Hou.sing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act  of  1909. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  by  owners  of  property 
in  obtaining  skilled  labour,  and  this,  together  with  the  high  cost 
of  building  material,  increased  the  difficulties  in  remedying  un- 
fitness. 

It  would  seem  advisable  that  the  Council  should  take  advant- 
age of  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts,  1890  to  J919,  which 
permit  the  Council  to  undertake  themselves  the  repair  of  houses 
not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation  in  instances 
where  the  owners  fail  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  notices 
served  upon  them. 

Generally  speaking,  the  water  supply  of  the  District  requires 
more  adequate  storage  and  filtration  than  is  the  case  at  the 
present  time. 
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The  quantity  of  water  which  could  be  obtained  is  ample  for  the 
needs  of  the  District,  and  I understand  that  the  whole  question  of 
an  improved  supply  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Mid-Glamor- 
gan Water  Board. 

The  District  is,  on  the  whole,  well  sewered  and  drained,  but 
the  majority  ot  the  houses  are  supplied  with  closets  of  the  long 
hopper  type  without  a flush  tank,  which  cannot  be  said  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  daily,  the  refuse  being  disposed 
of  on  tips  throughout  the  District. 

No  representations  were  made  in  the  course  of  the  year  under 
Part  I.  or  Part  II.  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1890  as  regards  unhealthy 
areas,  and  no  complaints  concerning  such  areas  were  received. 

Towards  the  end  of  1920,  a revision  of  the  existing  Bye-laws 
was  undertaken,  but  this  had  not  been  completed  by  December  3i*t.
